David onc: complained, that his 
heart was d1y'd up like grafs cut in a 
fiela; Becauſe, faith he, T have for- 


got to eat my bread; He doth not fay,be- 


cauſe I have forgot to 7ake it, buttocat 
my bread : Ovlitns ſum comedere pa- 
nemmenm; Tal. toi $5. For people 
often take this Sacred Bread, but do 
noteat it: That is, they make ir not 
paſs into the nutriment of their Souls. 
When Chr:/? ſaid to the Apoſiles ; 
Take and eat, he feems to intimate 
thereby , that many would receive it, 
who would not ear it in the ſenſe a- 
bove-ſaid. 

To cat it really, and to change it 
into the ſuſtenance of our Souls ; we 
muſt haye greater reverence towards 

it, 
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it, after we have received it, than be- 
fore we actually receive it. But by 
a ſtrange abuſe, the contrary is fre- 
quently done; tor roo many alter they 
have received it, think no more of it. 
In which they do like him thar ſhould 
make great preparations to entertain 
a Prince at his Houſe, and when he 
is once entred, ſhould leave him there 
alone, without attending upon, or 
ſhewing him the leaſt reſpec. 

We ſhould carefully conſider what 


St. Bonaventire and other Fathers 


remark, that to receive unworthily,it is 
not only to receive the Body of Chr :/? 
in mortal ſin; but likewiſe not to re- 
ceive it with that reverence, and atten- 
tion that is due to it. Nor is this re- 
verence to be piven, for the moment 
only of our receiving, or for the time 
that precceds the Communron; but we 
ought in all our following actions to: 
demean our ſelves, as having in ſome 
degrees been made pattakers ot this 
unſpeakable Myſtery. 
And of this comportment and recol- 
G FF 4 lecrion 
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lection, the e Manna, ( which fell not 
upon the Sabbath day) was a figure; 
God commanding theJews to remain at 
home: Maneat unu/quiſque apud ſemet- 
ipſum, Exod. 16. 29. By which fi- 
gure \yc arc inſtructed, that at leaſt , 
for the day of our receiving this Hea- 
yenly Gift, we ought to remain at 
home: That is tolay afide all world- 
iy cares, and apply our ſelves interj- 
ourly, to the Meditation of this Di- 
vine Myſtery.

a Canticle of Thankſgiving : Er hym- 
no difto, eMatth.

This was the Jewith cuſtom, as we 
learn ir out of their Ritual and Litur- 
gical Books: For after they had car- ' 
en the Paſchal Lamb, they paſſed a 
good part of the nightin ſinging pſalms 
together. And as tor the Canticle or 
Pfalms which they ſung after this 
Myſterious Supper, Barons ad An.
